for  the  year  ended  31st  December « 1970 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for 

1970. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  population 
was  2,480.  The  estimated  figure  gives  a  decrease  of  10  compared 
with  1969 •  Twenty-one  births  and  nineteen  deaths  were  registered 
for  the  urban  district  during  the  year.  Eighteen  of  the  nineteen 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  55  years  of  age. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  was  maintained  to  all 
parts  of  the  urban  district  throughout  the  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  of  the  Health  Office  without  whose  help  this 
report  would  not  have  been  produced,  and  also  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  patience  and 
continued  support.

Heart  Disease  caused  5  deaths. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  4  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  including  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  are 
combined,  a  figure  of  9  deaths  is  reached.  Thus  449=^  of  all  deaths 
was  from  these  causes. 

Cancer  caused  6  deaths.  One  of  these  deaths  was  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  action  to  be  taken  in 
relation  to  the  dwellings  bounded  by  Theatre  Road,  Freeman  Street, 
Dogger  Lane  and  Stearmans  Yard.  Consideration  v/as  given  to  the 
idea  of  making  an  Improvement  Area  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act, 1969. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  Council  resolved  on  the 
14th  January ,1970)  a-s  follows: 

"That  the  Council  deal  with  individual  properties  and  not  with 
the  area  as  a  whole,  and  applications  for  grant  be  considered 
forthwith" . 

During  the  year  three  applications  were  received  in  respect 
of  Improvement  Grants  and  one  for  a  Standard  Grant. 

The  remainder  of  the  area  still  provides  a  great  deal  of 
ims  at  is  factory  housing  and  no  doubt  the  matter  v/ill  again  exercise 
the  Council’s  attention  in  the  near  future  because,  until  the 
houses  in  that  area  are  dealt  with  in  a  reasonable  manner,  the  Council 
v;ill  invariably  be  required  to  re-house  people  from  unfit  properties.

WATER  SUPPLY 


On  the  1st  April,  1970 >  "the  Council  ceased  to  operate  the 
agency  agreement  with  North-West  Norfolk  Water  Board,  and  the 
officers  of  that  Board  hecame  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
water  in  the  whole  of  the  Council's  area. 

SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  a  new  pumping  station,  which  receives 
the  foul  drainage  from  the  Caravan  Site,  was  connected  to  the 
Dortmund  Tank  receiving  chamber  of  the  Sewage  Works.  It  has  been 
found  that  when  the  Beach  Pumping  Station  and  the  Sewage  Works 
Pumping  Station  are  both  operating  fully,  there  is  a  high  degree 
of  surcharging  of  the  Dortmund  Tank  with  consequent  flooding  of  the 
filter  bed  and  blocking  of  the  distributor  arms.  Arrangements 
are  in  hand  to  limit  the  out -flow  from  the  Beach  Pumping  Station 
and  the  number  of  pumps  operating  simultaneously  at  the  pumping 
station  in  order  to  eliminate  this  difficulty. 

As  a  result  of  the  new  Pumping  Station  coming  into 
operation  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  operate  the  sewage  storage 
tanks  at  the  Beach  or  to  cart  sewage  in  the  sewage  tanker  along 
Beach  Road  to  the  Sewage  Works. 

Sludge  Treatment 

The  problem  of  treatment  of  sludge  remains  to  be 
resolved  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  install  sludge  drying  equip¬ 
ment  in  the  very  near  future  to  eliminate  carting  sludge  to  the 
Refuse  Disposal  Tip. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  refuse  continues  to  improve  and  the 
number  of  traders  taking  advantage  of  trade  refuse  collection  is 
increasing,  but  refuse  disposal  is  still  a  serious  problem,  the 
tip  being  uncontrolled,  unfenced  and  continuously  burning. 

In  November  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  an  experi¬ 
ment  of  trenching  on  the  tip  in  order  to  provide  tipping  at  a  level 
belov/  that  of  the  adjoining  road,  but  the  v/hole  of  the  tip  top  has 
been  covered  with  all  kinds  of  refuse,  principally  trade  TOstes  of 
varying  kinds,  and  the  situation  is  still  far  from  satisfactory. 

It  is  hoped  that  v/ithin  the  next  year,  the  Council  will  agree  to 
fencing  the  tip  and  preventing  the  promiscuous  disposal  of  refuse 
in  the  area. 

Civic  Amenities  Act, 196? 

Abandoned  vehicles  have  been  collected  and  stored  at  the 
Council's  Warham  Road  Tip,  and  a  number  of  these  have  been  sold. 

The  Council  has  introduced  a  system  for  the  collection  of  large 
items  of  domestic  ref use, to  eliminate  the  need  to  have  dumping 
points  in  the  built  up  part  of  the  town.  This  system  has  proved 
highly  satisfactory  and  the  collection  of  large  items  of  domestic 
refuse  from  the  premises  at  which  they  arise  has  made  an 
appreciable  reduction  in  the  number  of  old  pieces  of  furniture 
laying  about  the  district.

Messrs.  Favor  Parker  have  carried  out  some  alterations  to 
their  premises  adjoining  the  Quay  and  the  activity  of  this  Company 
is  increasing,  while  the  activity  of  Eastern  Counties  Farmers  Ltd.
